something socially useful,’’ She 
admits that she is going as a

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Editorial Comment 


Facing Facts 


Thomas Jefferson once said, ‘When a man 


assumes a public trust, he should consider him- 


self as public property.’’ 


Anyone who has any illusions left about the effective- 
ness of laws forbidding strikes by teachers, public safety 
personnel or other government workers had better face 
facts — such laws as now exist are all but meaningless. 
It is unrealistic to believe otherwise. 

It stands to reason that any group of employees militant 
enough to organize for collective bargaining will resort to 
a strike, or a reasonable facsimile, if all else fails to 
produce an amicable agreement. 

The public is over a barrel. When public school teachers 
threaten mass resignations, as they did in New York this 
week, what good is a counter threat of suspension or court 
action? The schools in every community must function 
sooner or later and they cannot operate long or effectively 
with administrators, substitutes and interested parents 
manning classrooms. Strike-minded teachers know this 
perfectly well. 

When the nurses in a public hospital resign, as they did 
recently in Haverhill, because of a wage dispute, the 
dispute must be settled. Obviously no hospital can re- 
build a nursing staff overnight when nurses are in short 
supply. 

And where is a municipality to turn for trained fire or 
policemen if the men on these forces are persuaded to 
leave their jobs? 


A Vital Foree 


‘Active voter interest and participation in our govern- 
ment and its workings is essential if this State and Nation 
are to maintain a secure and stable society capable of 
meeting the challenge of the future. . . .’’ 

These words were the opening for a statement by 
Governor John A. Volpe proclaiming Sept. 11 — 17 as 
League of Women Voters Week and they are apt, for the 
program of the League in Massachusetts is designed ‘‘to 
cultivate and renew’’ active participation in government by 
Bay State women. 

League ladies — 13,000 of them — can list among re- 
cent victories voter approval of three referendum ques- 
tions last September: joint election of the governor and 
lieutenant governor, executive reorganization at the State 


House and strengthened municipal home rule. All were: 
actively supported by the League. 

Locally, the League has pushed with vigor and success 
for purchase of conservation lands, expansion of library 
resources, improved educational programs in the public 
school system for retarded children, expansion of munici- 
pal recreation facilities and adoption of the town manager 
form of government and a long list of other programs. 

By focusing attention on important issues throughout 
the State, the League has kept not only its own members 
but the general population and politicians at all levels of 
government alert to an assortment of public needs. 

League ladies prove with regularity that women can 
be a vital force for progress in a democracy. 


Nature's Ways 


A way must be found to tighten anti-strike laws for 
municipal workers. But punitive measures are not going to 
be the only answer. Nor is it practical to take the attitude 
that public employees who do not like the way the cards 
are dealt can simply look elsewhere for employment. . . 
When large masses of workers, particularly professional 
people are involved, such a cure could be disastrous. 


From here on municipalities should exercise greater 
care than ever in hiring, for if town departments are 
staffed with people capable of dedication to public 
service, the municipal employer can expect to enjoy 
peaceful labor relations so long as its policies do not 
invite rebellion. 


It is a tall order, for a great many people who become 
involved with unions begin to neglect the habit of in- 
dependent thought and leave decisions to leaders who 
are sometimes more concerned with feathering their own 
nests and control of management policies than in bar- 
gaining for what is genuinely in the long-range interest of 
their membership. 


But in the final analysis, legal restraints on strikes 
against the public will not prove an effective substitute 
for enlightened leadership on both sides of the bargaining 
table. 


A Sound Proposal 


Andover has quite an investment in school property. 
(Well in excess of 10 million, without the new high 
school.) 

Its taxpayers share ownership of two secondary schools 
and five elementary schools plus two older buildings 
which are still in partial use. To this list will be added 
shortly a new $4.8 million senior high and a sixth ele- 
mentary school. 

These buildings are busy places, but a great many 
citizens and at least the past two School Committees 
have maintained that they could be busier. Still there are 
evenings, weekends and summers when school buildings 
sit idle while community leaders, the youth of the town 
and parents complain about the shortage of recreational 
and meeting facilities in Andover. 

Now School Committeeman William A. Doherty has 
made a suggestion that will hopefully prompt full ex- 
ploration of the possibility for fuller community use of 
school facilities. 

Mr. Doherty proposed last week that Supt. Edward I. 
Erickson and a committee of his choice look into the 
feasibility of keeping the gym and cafeteria at the new 
high school open at least part of the week and on week- 
ends as a Teen Center. This would tie in with department 
plans for the first evening use of the high school library. 

It is a sound proposal and one that should lead the 
way for plans to make all our schools real hubs for com- 
munity activity. 


That Annoying Ocean Algae Keeps Us Alive!

Now that autumn approaches and 
the green plants soon will wither 
and trees lose their leaves, where 
shall we get our oxygen? 

Or, to put the question in terms 
that it recently was asked: ‘‘Since 
green plants produce the oxygen 
we breathe, what keeps us from 
suffocating in the winter?’’ 

There are several answers to 
that question - for all of which we 
should be thankful, But, first a 
brief review of the interdependence 
of plants and animals, 

In 1772, Joseph Priestley put a 
sprig of mint under a clear glass 
vase and inverted the vase ina 
tray of water, He then set a mouse 
in the shallow tray and placed an 
inverted wine glass over it, A tube 
connected the air in the vase and 
the air in the glass, Instead of suf= 
focating as amouse normally would 
under a wine glass, Priestley’s 
mouse lived, 

Priestley said, toparaphrasehis 


report, ‘*I have discovered at least 
one of the restoratives which 
Nature employs in restoring air... 
It is vegetation,”’ 

With his wine glass, vase, mint 
and mouse, Priestley had obtained 
more scientific information than 
we usually get today from a $10 
million budget and a staff of 25 
scientists, Still, Priestley had 
learned only that the air was 
**restored’’, It remained for others 
to learn that plants have the 
peculiar faculty of breaking down 
carbon dioxide which animals ex= 
hale and then releasing free 
oxygen, 

Without this essential process 
in plants, life as we know it would 
disappear from the earth, The at- 
mosphere’s free oxygen soon would 
be bonded with carbon in carbon 
dioxides or carbon monoxides, 
either of which can destroy life, 

But, what about winter? Where 
does our oxygen come from when 
the fields are brown andtree limbs 


bare? The first answer is that 
winter never is worldwide, At the 
time that our trees shed leaves, 
South America’s trees unfold the 
new leaves of a _ southern 
hemisphere spring, Summer 
merely finds a new abode in its 
constant roving above and below 
the equator, And, as we arelearn- 
ing in an age of air pollution, 
streams of air travel worldwide, 
\ whisp of oxygen from the tree 
in your yard may be breathed by 
an ox in Bombay, 

The basic producer = or, rather 
‘freer’? of oxygen = exists, how= 
ever, in anelement that terrestrial 
man too seldom considers, An es= 
timated 90 percent of the world’s 
free oxygen is released in the 
oceans, The salt-water algae which 
exist informs ranging from micro= 
scopic plankton to kelp blades 150 
feet long all are plants, Algae 


makes the ocean water a pleasant 
- or, sometimes, turns it 
red or purple, 


green 


into a disgusting 


They exist as the slime on rocks 
and boats, Or, as the entangling 
weed and wrack that annoy bathers, 
They, too, separate carbon dioxide 
that has dissolved in water and 
release free oxygen, 

It seems odd that man had no 
inkling of the existence of an 
oxygen-carbon-dioxide cycle until 
the time of the American Revolu= 
tion, It seems odder still that in 
an age of outer-space rocketry 
people find repulsivea lesser form 
of life upon which all life depends,

The 50th Anniversary of Battery however, 


F, 102nd Field Artillery, 26th 
Yankee Division will be observed 
at the Rolling Green Motor Inn on 
Saturday, Sept, 23, This date was 
selected because it was just 50 
years ago this date that the Lowell 
Battery, with its contingent from 
Andover, embarked from! loboken, 
N, J. for France, 

The Battery was formed in 
Lowell as Battery B, then later 
changed to Battery F, On July 27, 
1917, the 102nd regiment was or= 
dered to Camp Curtis Guild, Box- 
ford, and here actual training be= 
gan, On Sept, 21, the regiment 
entrained for Hoboken, to board 
the transport ‘‘Finland’? which 
sailed on Sept, 23, They arrived at 
St, Nazaire, France on Oct, 5, and 
were among the first 50,000 
\merican troops to arrive there, 
On Oct, 17, they entrained for 
Guer, 60 miles from St, Nazaire, 
and 20 miles from Rennes, and 
after strenuous battle training, 
left for the active front by train 
on Feb, 4, 1918, 

On Feb, 11, the battery fired its 
first shots inthe war, inthe Chemin 
Des Dames sector, later par= 
ticipating in action in 
Sector (Xivray, Seichprey); Cha= 
teau-Thierry, St, Michel, and 
Meuse=Argonne (Verdun) battles. 
Despite the five major battle areas 
served, only five were killed, while 
many were killed in adjoining 
batteries, sothe unit became known 
as ‘*The Miracle Battery’’, A num=
